when. In addition to the actual expe- 
riences, the Scriptures Indicate that it 
prefigures fttd illustrates on a small 
scale some person or things yet fu- 
ture.. As. for instance. Adam in cer- 
tain-respect*!, aa the head of tbe race, 
was ar type of Messiah. tb« Second 
Adam-. 
. 


The first Adam wa» tbe head of one 


race, but failed to (ire the eternal ttfe 
desired. In God'a providence Messiah 
is to be the Second Adam, in the sense 
that be will regenerate, as his chil- 
dren, ail tbe posterity of the First 
Adam. 
Messiah is thus declared in 


prophecy to be the Everlasting Fa- 
ther of mankind—tbe Father or Life- 
giver, better than Adam, and who will 
give to our race everlasting life, in- 
stead of a heritage of weakness, imper- 
fection and death. 


Similarly. Moses not only wjis a real 


character, the leader of the nation of 
Israel, but. additionally, he was a type 
of a greater Mediator— Messiah. 
A*r 


Mos*s mediated the Law Covenant for 
Israel, «o Messiah, the Prophet like 
unto -Mows, -or -antttypical of him 
-U«?-iii. 23fe.i*._to be the Mediator ot 
Iso»Us \Xpjr ".Covenant, under which 
the Abra"haou'c\ blessings will reach 
foenr and "tnrougfi them rea«i all the 
'famiUes of tKe earth <Jer. krri. SI). ~ 


Similarly, Aaron was a .type of tlrfr 


hfgner priesthood and fts better saeri- 
*Ye«-'icOD««t«d with* the JNew Core- 
nant. So, also, the under-pTiests- aad 
the Levites, additional to their own 
experiences, served. In God/s provi- 
ojfnce. as typtes of ine higher instltu- 
lious by which the N'ew Covenant wiir 
be inaugurated shortly. 
• Oh this -occasion -we ask yonr atten- 
tion to Abraham, known in the Scrip- 
tures as the friend of God. as tbe 
father of the faithful, and to hi? son 
Isaac, the Son of Promise, born out of 
the natural orders miraculously, when 
hi? mother was old: also to Isaac's 
wife, Rebecca, selected by Abraham 
to be the companion and joint-heir 
with his son Isaac iu his inheritance. 
These personages lived their lives 
wholly unconscious of the fact that 
God, was using them and over-ruling 
their affairs so as to make of them 
prophetic pictures of his own great 
Plan of the Ages. These type-pictures 
are aiv.-ays to be read in full harmony 
with the inspired writings of the Bible 
and never to be understood >B coutra- 
liiftii-ii of the same. 


Abraham a Type ef God. 


Not everything that Abraham did, 


however, is to be esteemed typical. In 
a general way ibis grand man of the 
past looms up before our minds a° £ 
monument of faith aud integrity and 
justice. The b'e^inK:5 promised to go 
through him to his Seed, which <vouki 
constitute him the father of many na- 
tions, made <>t him. as St. Paul points 
our. 
a type of the Almighty, from 


whom flows every good and every per- 
fect 
sjift—from 
whom proceeds the 


I)lo5°iug nhicb ultimately 
\<t to flow 


through Messiah, his Son. and through 
Israel, bis people, uuto all tbe families 
of the eanb. 


All Christian^, presumably, are aware 


of St. Paul's interpretation of Abra- 
ham and hi« family a? types. 
As 


Abraham typified God. so hi« 
wff«« 


typified the Covenant tbrough whi.-li 
the vitality of the promise ultimately 
develops tbe Seed of Promise—Isaac in 
a type, and Messiah in the antitype. 
St. Paul also explain? that Sarah's serv- 
ant. Hagar. »t Sarah's wi^b, became 
for a time her representative with 
Abraham and brought forth lehmael. 
Ham»r. St. Paul cxolains. typified the 
Law Covenant, vitalized by the gra- 
cious arrangements of the same God 
and Father 
And Hagar's son. lit- 


erally Abraham's first-born, typified 
tbe Jewish nation, the first develop- 
ment under tbe Covenant. 


As Abraham loved Isaac and desired 


a blessing upon him. so God loved Is- 
rael and desired a blessing upon Israel, 
the offspring of the Law Covenant 
Nevertheless, as tsbnmel. tbe offspring 
of the liond-woman, was declared not 
to be the primary heir of the Abra- 
bamic promise, but a secondary one. 
»o the children of Israel, the offspring 
of tbe Law Covenant, were not intend- 
ed to b« the Spiritual Messiah through 
whom the promise declared that the 
Dlessing should first proceed.

i time, pictures aud types tbe promise 
ft God through the Law aud the 
prophets which still belong to <£e Jew 
and upon which, for eighteen centuries, 
he has been nourished, and without 
which the hope of tbe oatfenr. would 
have perish**.
